tainside striking the little town 
of Mace and burying twenty- 
five houses and their sleeping 
occupants in a mass of snow. Ice 
and wreckage at the bottom of 
the canyon. At 5:30 a. m. anoth- 
er slide rushed down on the town 
or Burke, crushing a score of 
bonne* under the thousands of 
ton* of earth and snow. 
"HIRTT BODIES RECOVERED. 


Fourteen bodies have been re- 


wrercd already from the ruins 
>f Mace; sixteen dead have been 
found at Burke, and how many

Elliot Ultimately in Favor 


Of Municipal Ownership 


Councilman Albert H. Elliot, although not altogether conversant with 


the details of the plan of the Bay Cities Water Company, Is enthusiastic 
over what it may mean for Oakland's future, and Is anxious over the 


possibility of a water famine among the 
growing municipalities In Alsuneda county. 
He Is looking forward to municipal owner- 
ship as the solution of a Jravo problem 
of an adequate water supply, bnt Is willing 
and desirous of entertaining and carefully 
considering any proposition which may 
bring about a solution to the problem and 
eventually redound to the benefit of the cit- 
izen* whose Interests he represents. 


Councilman Elliot when interviewed this

"Of course I am ultimately in favor of municipal ownership. I think

Ultimately I must say I would prefer that San Francisco and the cities 
on the eastern shore of the bay should own their own plant and secure 
their water from the Sierra Nevada mountains. 


"As I say, I have not heard all the details of this proopsltlon, and t am 


anxious to do so. I think we should lend every encouragement to this 
propect, listen to It In all Its details and have our engineers Investigate 
its practicability, and determine Its cost to the city."

move toward the acquisition of a city system of water supply. 
Mayors of Bay Cities to Meet 


In response to an invitation issued by Mayor W. H. Noy 'of 


Alameda; Mayors Mott of Oakland, Hodghead of Berkeley and Me- 


, Carthy of San Francisco, will meet with him in a civic convention 
to be held by the Alameda Chamber of Commerce on Thursday 
evening, when the water supply situation will be thoroughly dk- 
cussed.

in Favor of the Tevis 


Project.

We are up against a proposition of 


securing beter water for the people 
of Alameda, and now looks like the 
time to <3o it 
Tou needn't tell me 


that after the trouble we had with 
the wells of the Peoples Water Com- 
pany last winter, when 7000 Alameda 
residents were laid low with a sick- 
ness from the water from these wells, 
that it is a good supply. 


And I think that the supply of the 


Peoples Water Company is limited, 
and that the bay cities will soon out- 
grow It. 


It would be a good thing for all con- 


cerned to bring this new supply In 
from the coast range. We would have 
pure water then 


I say it is a great thing for Ala- 


meda, and now is the time to look 
into it 


I was In Mayor W. H. Noy"s office 


Friday afternoon when Mr. Tevls 
called, and the proposition sounded 
good to me. We are in need of a 
first-class supply of water, and If Mr. 
Tevls can give it to us, let him do it. 


I think it would be a good plan for 


the bay cities to co-operate on this 
proposition. 


TEVIS PLANS. 


Mr Tevis did not mention rates 


Friday, We didn't discuss that phase 
of the proposition at all, but U stands 
to reason that the rates would not be 
any. higher than they are n«w. Tevls 
said that he would lay the mains in 
Alameda and erect a plant and sell it 
to the city to be run as a municipal 
ownership, or that he would manage 
the plant as a private concern. This 
part of the proposition Is up to the 
city of Alameda, but I think it likely 
that Alameda will do much as the 
other bay cities 
The matter has to 


be carefully investigated. 


I don't think that Tevls has any 


idea of purchasing from the Peoples 
Water Company. 


The people in the east end of the 


city, where I live, have been getting 
the worst end of this water proposi- 
tion. We are at what is termed a 
"dead end" We have 2-inch mains 
laid down our streets

cannot circulate properly In these 
pipes and we have been drinking 
abominable water, both in taste and 
appearance 
The people in the west 


end of the city have been getting the 
best supply, as tnere are large mains 
running to the west end, and as the 
distance from the Fitehburg wells 
to the western portion of the city Is 
great the water has a chance to cir- 
culate. 


FAVOR OF CHANGE. 


The matter of the new water sup- 


ply is now up to the public utilities 
committee of the city council, which 
is composed of William Hammond, 
Jr., chairman; John Walker and Bert 
Fisher. 
They will have a meeting 


with Tevis and will then report to 
the city council. As far as I can flnd 
out. the residents in Alameda are in 
favor of a change.

Why should we bother with a llm- 


tted supply from artesian wells when 
we can get an unlimited supply from 
the mountain water sheds.

problem of the water company. The 
Spring Construction Company was at 
that time engaged in blasting out a 
quarry in the North Berkeley hillside 
residence section, and a persistent, 
agitation against the blasting proved 
of ro a\all to the residents.

erable 
damage was done, It was 


claimed, and finally the La Loma Im- 
provement Club took the matter us 
and circulated a petition for the Ini- 
tiation of an ordinance before the 
city council prohibiting the blasting 


PLANNED FOB RESERVOIR. 


In the flght before the city council 


which followed the aid of the Peo- 
ples Water Company was invoked by 
the 
Spring Construction Company, 


the claim being made that the quarry, 
the rock from which was used for 
street work, was to be used as a great 
reservoir to supply Berkeley with 
water 
The promise was made that 


the quarry would be used for this 
purpose, and when later the Improve- 
ment club won out and had the Want- 
ing stopped, the water company with- 
drew Its promise and the quarry has 
never been used, and 
no 
attempt 


made to convert it to a reservoir. 


On this account the improvement 


club has had some animosity toward 
the water company, and recently sent 
petitions to the city council asking 
that the city arbitrarily 
lower the 


rates charged for water. 


The right to regulate the rates is 


given in the new freeholders' charter 
of Berkeley, and the section is te- 
ferred to In a petition recently laid 
before the council by the Central Im- 
provement Club, one of the largest 
ir. Berkeley. In the resolutions pass- 
ed b> the club, the charter Is referred 
to and the declaration made that if 
the council falls to make a reason- 
able reduction in the rates, an ordi- 
nance will be Initiated by the club 
and the matter in this manner passed 
up to the people. 
The Central Im- 


provement Club will meet during the 
coming week to discuss the proposi- 
tion made by the Bay Cities Water 
Company

Redmond Demands to Know 


What Will be Done if 


Peers Refuse to Act. 


LONDON, Feb. 28 — A determined ef- 


fort materially to abridge the veto power 
at the House of Lords will be undertaken 
by the government, according to a state- 
ment made by Premier Asqutth in the 
House of Commons today.

House of Lords. 


FREE FROM VETO. 


"If the House of Lords agrees to them, 


weft and good," the Prime Minister con- 
cluded, "but whether It does or not, the 
government will regard the placing with 
•II possible promptitude upon the statute 
b*oks a provision which will set free this 
Mouse from the veto of the House a! 
Lords not only as the first condition of 
the legislative, dignity and utility of the 
House of Commons, but also your own 
primary and paramount duty. 


"In the prosecution of that task we 


shall adopt all such measures Tvithin the 
limit of the constitution -which to use are 
proper and adequate and upon its suc- 
cessful accomplishment are at stake not 
only our fortunes, but our existence as a 
government." 


PREMIER CHEERED. 


At the conclusion of his speech Mr. 


Asquith was greeted with loud minis- 
terial cheers, mingled with Unionist cries 
of "where is the budget?" 


A. J. Balfour, opposition leader, twitted 


the premier on the quick changes in the 
government program and the abandon- 
zaen.t of the pledges with regard to the 
budget under pressure from those who 
had a passionate desire to destroy the 
IxmJs but who did not have a passionate 
desire toTiasa the "people's" budget. 


John Redmond, the Nationalist leader, 


declared that "nothing that the Prime 
Minister has said alters my view and 
•we ought to vote against the resolution." 


REDMOND'S DEMAND. 


Mr. Redmond complained that Premier 


Asqu.th had not made It clear what he 
would do if the House of Lords would 
give a definite promise that in the event 
of the House of Lords hanging up the 
resolutions he -would go to the King and 
isk the guarantees and Tr refused would 
resign, in the meantime suspending con- 
sideration of the budget, the Irish Na- 
tionalists would support the resolutions.

URGES THE SUPERVISORS 


TO CURE FOR PUPILS' EYES 


Dr. Foster Would Have County Pay Costs 


of Material and Establish Free Optical 


Clink for School Children 


Dr. N. 1C. Foster, examining physician 


of the public schools of Oakland, 
ap- 


pealed to the Board of Supervisors this 
morning for financial assistance in provid- 
ing for the physical needs of school chil- 
dren in Alameda county. Dr. Foster said 
that from ten to twenty per cent of al 
the children whom he had examined, were 
physically defective in some way, 
and 


that a large percentage of this num- 
ber were of poor parentage. 


"Many children are so retarded in their 


school work by these defects that they 
are eventually cast out upon the wot Id 
to become paupers or criminals, some- 
times for the want of such a simple thing 
as a pair of glasses," said the physician. 


WOULD FURNISH GLASSES. 


"I would suggest that the county fur- 


nish glasses or other physical necessities 
to children who ara too poor to procure 
them for themselves. Many opticians in 
the county have volunteered to make the 
glasses and adjust them to the children's 
needs free of charge, but the materials 
will cost something, and it is to meet this 
expense that I ask the county's aid. A 
free clinic for the benefit of school chil- 
dren will be opened t>y the dentists of 
this city on April 15, but the fillings and 
other materials necessary 
will 
also be 


more or less expensive and here again 
the county should open its purhe. 


"I do not ask the county to rely upon 


my 
recommendations in 
appropriating 


this money, but I would suggest that the 
Associated Charities or some other agencjc 
be requested to Investigate the circum- 
stances of each child who is recommended 
for assistance, and that a report ba made 
to the Board before the money is paid 
out. In this way Impositions on the 
county's beneficence may be avoided." 


Dr. Foster's request was referred to the 


rommittee of the whole with Instructions 
to consult fhe District Attorney as to the 
Board's power to act.

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Whe Will Frame the Charter? 


A new charter for Oakland is an imperious and immediate 


necessity. The present patched-tip organic law was framed for a 
city of 40,000 inhabitants, and wa.s constructed along very narrow 
lines. It contains many limitations which have hampered progress 
and municipal development. Unfortunately it divided the city into 
wards with boundaries arbitrarily fixed, so that redistricting as a 
basis for representation in the Council was impossible without 
amending the charter. 


Since the adaption of the charter the city has thrice been en- 


larged by annexation, until it now embraces three times the territory 
and six times the population it contained in 1889. More than one- 
half the territorial area and fully one-third the inhabitants of the 
city are now embraced in a single ward—the Seventh—while other 
wards—notably the Sixth—are not increasing in population owing 
to dwellings giving way to business and manufacturing. The growth 
in population is mainly in the First, Second, Fifth and Seventh 
wards, which now enormously outnumber both actually and rela- 
tively the Third, Fourth and Sixth wards in population. 


Moreover, the provisions of the charter are so inadequate to 


the present and growing needs of the city that the government has 
been compelled to resort tc expedients of questionable legality in 
order to conduct the public business properly. It has become neces- 
sary to evade or get around legislative provisions of the charter by 
methods which would not be sanctioned by the public if the neces- 
sity imposed by unforseen conditions were not recognized as com- 
pelling expedients of a mote or less irregular character. 


But while we are confronted with the necessity for adopting a 


new charter., we are still at sea as to how the men \\ ho are to frame 
it shall be chosen The situation is complicated by the new primary 
law. 
The State constitution provides for the election of fifteen Free- 


holders to frame charters for cities of a certain class, but it says 
nothing about hm\ the candidates for Freeholder shall be nominated. 
Apparently the framers of the new primary law took no thought of 
the election of Fret holders to frame municipal charters, and while a 
reading of the act indicates that it is intended to apply to all elective 
officers, its language is so ambiguous as to raise grave doubts as 
to the proper method of procedure. 


The body that is to frame the new charter should be composed 


of upright and intelligent men qualified by experience, education and 
tiaining for the task with which they will be charged. Hence steps 
should be taken to present to the electorate candidates possessing the 
jequisite qualifications. It is of the highest importance that the men 
chosen shall not be representatives of special interests or visionaries 
with fads to inject into the organic law. What Oakland wants is a 
practical working charter worded in as simple and direct terms as 
possible. All complicated provisions calculated to encourage litiga- 
tion and conflict between the different branches of government should 
be avoided- The Council should be restricted in membership and the 
system of ward representation abolished. But the prime considera- 
tion is a charter providing for a business administration of the public 
business alcvg the most enlightened and progressive lines. 


If we are to have such a charter the right sort of men must 


•be .*elect-«d to frame it—honorable, thinking, patriotic men of high 


^er and trained intelligence. How are such men to be selected 
the -rridb of candidates who will present themselves if the 


•eeholders' election is to be a free-for-all, go-as-you-please race ? 


The Chicago Tribune's recent poll of the Republican newspa- 


pers in Uncle Joe Cannon's district has been sharply challenged. 
According to the Tribune, of the eighteen journals reporting the 
editors of twelve expressed themselves as opposed to the re-election 
of the Speaker and six in favor of it. Now comes a Danville paper 
with a poll so different as to excite amazement. Of twenty Republi- 
can journals in the district this poll shows eighteen to be in favor 
of re-electing Cannon to Congress and the Speakership, one opposed 
and one non-committal. A showdown seems to be in order. It 
ought not to be difficult to tell what papers are in favor of Uncle 
Joe and what papers are opposed to him. Surely the Republican 
editors of the Danville district are not hiding their lights under a 
bushel or flim-fl?tnming under cover. But maybe the Chicago Trib- 
une has made the mistak'e of polling the Democratic editors. 


The Fresno Herald says William R. Hearst will give the Cali- 


fornia Democrats the support of his two big newspapers in the com- 
ing campaign. Without inquiring where the Fresno paper got its 
information, we would like to know whether Mr. Heaist will "stand 
in" should Theodore A. Bell again be a candidate for Governor, as 
he evidently is striving to be. During the last Gubernatorial cam- 
paign Bell went up and down the State calling the proprietor of 
the Examiner every name he could lay his tongue to. Since then 
Bell has broken with Gavin McNab, the labor leaders, and James H. 
Barry of the Star, but we have seen no signs of a reconciliation with 
Mr. Hearst. Nor has Bell given any proof that he is not the "impuy 
dent and ungrateful demagogue" the Examiner once styled him. If 
the Democrats desire any help from Mr. Hearst we are of the opin- 
ion that they will have to take some candidate other than Bell. 


Dr. Wiley, analytical chemist for the Agricultural Department, 


lays down the proposition that port is not port and sherry is not 
•berry if the vv ine has been made outside of Spain and Portugal. He 
says California wines have no right to be labeled port and sherry, 
although they may be made from the same grapes that produce port 
and sherry in Europe and by precisely the same process, having the 
same taste, smell and flavor as the ports and sherries produced in 
Spain and Portugal. This is not chemistry but dogmatism. By the 
same token California wines cannot properly be labeled claret since 
claret describes a particular type or variety of wine at one time 
produced almost exclusively in France 
The terms port and sherry 


.escribe certain types or \ariety of wines that are produced in many 
luntries. By chemical analysis Dr. Wiley cannot distinguish Cali- 


port and sherry from port and sherry produced in Spam and 


Portugal, but speaking as a chemist he undertakes to say that port 
and slverry produced in this country are not port and sherry at all. 
He might as well say that oil made from olives grown in California 
has no right to be labeled olive oil. It seems to us that Dr. Wiley 
would serve the public better by sticking to chemical analysis, let- 
ting others do the juggling v/ith terms. He appears over-anxious 
to handicap California producers with absurd restrictions. Califor- 
nia port and sherry are sold in the London market as such and are 
bought by dealers and connoisseurs with a full knowledge of where 
they came from. Dr Wiley is probably an expert chemist, but 
sometimes he talks \ery much like a fool, otherwise he would not 
mix up chemistry \\ ith geography in such a fatuous fashion.

aa compared with the wages paid in other 
industries.

crease In the wage rate on railroads, as 
there was in other industries, at ihe time 
of the 1907 panio.

The load had to 
be thrown off in the street and Noyes 
recognized the material as belonging 
to the Southern Pacific. 
The company formerly gave away 
great quantities of refuse lumber to 
poor employes, but this made thefts 
too easy and the charity was discon- 
tinued. Since then all waste lumber 
Is destroyed, whole freight cars being 
run upon sidings at Boseville and 
burned.

The revised rules sive the umpire ab- 


solute power over players on the bench. 
This feature has long- been a hobby with

A new rule gives the base runner the 


privilege of turning to either the right 
or left after reaching first base, where 
heretofore he was compelled to turn to 
the right.
